GALATEA, -

It will be in the recollection: of our rea- 
dera thaé prior to the ‘departure - of the 
Galatea {rom these shores His Royal High- 
ness the Duke of Edinburgh consented to 
receive on board a quantity of mutton, pre- 
served by Mr S, .S. Ritchie, by the pro- 
ceas since. adopted by the Melbourne Meat- 
preserving Company (Limited), with a view | 
to report upon the same, both while the 
ship was in Australian waters,- during the 
passage home, and finally on its‘ arrival in 
England. _ By the mail recently arrived, 
Mr: Ritchie. has received from Mr Brad- 
bridge, the. paymaster .of the Galatea, a 
copy of the report sent by His Royal High- 
neas to the: Comptroller of Victualling, 
which is to the fullowing effect :— 

‘* The Melbourne Ment-preserving Com- 
pany having reqiested that a’ supply of 
meat preserved by them might be received 
on board H.M. ship under my command, 
aud reported on after the ship’s ‘return. to 
England, and as [ considered that now that 
the project of furnishing the English market 
with meat ‘preserved by variong processes 
was being so actively carried ‘out in Aus- 
tralia any information thereupon might be 
advantageous to the public service, I grant- 
ed permission for the shipment, and beg 
to furnish the following remarks on the

preserved ‘meat referred -to.. ‘The supply 
consisted of eight 121d; tins,-each contain-

The Comptroller of Victualling thanked 
His Royal Highness for’ the report, ‘and 
stated that a aupply of Australian. meat 
had been expressly. obtained for trial, in 
comparison with: that preserved at ‘the 
Deptford-yatd, and seut to the ‘Wast Coast 
of. Africa,” West - Indies, “and~ Channel 
squadron. -- Mr. Bradbridge’ ddds; ‘* All 
has been issued during our passage home, 
except some half dozen tins, which I+am 
going to‘pnt.to the test of keoping—thera 
ig nothing likea long voyage for making 
presérved- meat go down, At first our 
fellows. wore 4 little fastidious,” owing to 
their kind:treataient in Australia; but as 
the sheep were used np, and salted con- 
diments became more frequent, the mutton 
went up in the scale, and I ivas constantly 
calledupon to. provide it ‘at liinch for iny 
hungry -messmates, which. they. relished 
unoommonly, and I assure you your meat 
reovived unqualitied praise from all hands.

A REMINISCENCE OF ARTEMUS __ 
~ WARD. 
- BY MARE TWAIN, 


T had -never seon him before. He 
brought letters of introduction from mutual 
friends in San Francisco, and by invitation 
LU breakfasted with him,  1t was almost re- 
ligion, there inthe silver mines, to precede 
such atneal.with whisky-cocktuils,  Arie- 
mus, with the true cosmopolitan instinct,
